Mob Expected from Mount Zign to Hang 
the Negro, Sam J. Bugh. 

Decartor, IIL., June 2.—[Special,]}—Samuel 
J. Bush, the negro ‘whois charged ‘vith assault 
upon Mrs. W, H. Vest.of Mount. Zion, May 
80, was lodged behind the bars! to@ay in the 
county jail. He was run down afd arrested 
this morning at 2 o’clock at the fakm house of 
George Sargent in Moultrie County, twelve 
miles south of Sullivan. All afternoon and 
up to 9 o’clock tonight several thonsand peo- 
ple have stood about the jail. Although it is 
raining tonight the crowd is-still there ‘and is 
expecting a lynching crowd from Mount 
Zion. Bush has made a partial confession of 
guilt and he has been positively ' identified. 
The jail is built of stone. There gre twenty 
Deputy Sheriffs armed with rifles inside the 
corridor of the’jailand they have the keys. 
Extra policemen are on duty and the authori- 
ties say they will use every possible effort to 
resist mob’violence. If the attack is made on 
the jail it will be after midnight.

The conductor 
‘van aheadof the carand signaled it to go 
ahéad. He evidently failed to see the work 
train on account of the dense smoke. When 
he did seeit he signaled the driver to stop, 
then to goahead.

Judges. And as the addition of ten Judges 
would, according to the Governor, add to the 
“* difficulties and delays’ due to the rule of 
court referred to by him, it is evident that the 
addition of five Judges would increase by 25 
per cent the likelihood of a lawyer being en- 
gaged in somé other court when one of his 
cases was called for trial. 

Five more Judges will not only add to ex- 
isting difficulties but will embarrass the | 
“finances of the county, It appears from the 


that to have ten more Judges means an addi; 
tional expenditure of $400,000, while the 
revenue from the courts will not be increased 
one cent. Five more Judges will add 


| $200,000 to the expenses but not a cent to 


income. The Legislature has no right to heap 
such burdens on the taxpayers against their 
protest. The present Judges do not ask for 
an increase of their nuinber. They demand 
laws which will keep down litigation. Why 
are the people and the Judges to be treeted 
with indifference, while a few officehunting 


respect? 

The Governor’s message is well enough, 
with the exception of the last paragraph, 
about the five Judges, though he ought to 
have called on the Legislature to increase the 
court fees, and to make wrangful litigants 
pay the expenses of their opponents. But his 
recommendation that five more Judges be 
provided for at once should not be enter- 
tained by the Legislature. Give this county 
the laws it asks for, not those it protests 
against—laws to lessen litigation and the bur- 
dens of the taxpayers, not laws to create more 
Judges and increase expenses.

The city has advertised for some weeks for 
bids for river improvement twenty-year bonds 
to the amount of half a million drawing 4 
percent and $600,000 in water fund certifi- 
cates drawing 5 per cent and‘ wiaturing in 
from one to two years. The bids were to 
have been opened Thursday, taut as there 
were no bidders the Controller had an enasy 
job.

It 
is the great number of suicides among med- 
ical men as compared with those in other 
walks of life, The statistics kept by Tuz 
Taisung show that twenty-three physicians in 
the United States committed suicide in 1891, 
while thirty-seven thus:voluntarily ended their 
own mortal existences in 1892, and thirteen 
have shuffled off the mortal coil in the first 
five months of the current, year. These fig- 
urés are about three times the corresponding 
percentages of suicides among either lawyers 
or ministers of the gospel, and it would be of 
great interest to know the reason for this ter- 
rile preponderatice of gelf-destructiveness 
among the doctors. The reason hardly can 
be the relatively greater difficulty of obtaining 
a paying practice, for on that point the doctors 
appear to be no worse off thkn. members of 
the legal profession. In both the young 
practitioner finds it hard to work up a paying 
business in competition with the older and 
better known, As a rule the young doctor 
ani lawyer are poor and perhaps not much 
mere can be said for the young preacher, 
theugh the latter may have an advantage 
over those in the other two learned profes- 
sions. Surely the inciting cause cannot be re- 
morse over failure to cure, or the conviction 
that in some cases the. physician has acceler- 
atel the death of his patient. One would be 
tempted rather to think that familiarity with 
bodily sufferings induces the conviction that 
the average life is not worth living, and that 
with the more morbidly disposed this convic- 
tion is sufficient to turn the scale in favor of 
self-destruction under adversities that would 
be borne hopefuliy by others.
